W hen 
it appears in advertising m eant to 
intrigue your interest, it is all dressed 
up in its “Sunday clothes” and reads 
something like this:— 


“A fortunate pun hose from a nation- 
» ally known radio manufacturer whose 
; name we are not permitted to give, per* 
(mils us to offer you a $200*00 radio for 
1 $99.50/’ or 


“Now for the first f!me, we alone are 
offering you the famous tjazookus Radio 
'ai a ridiculous price.” 


But they neglect to tell you, now- 
ever, it is no* omy for the first time 
that a Gazookus is offered at a ridicu- 
; Ions price, but that this is also the last 
time sucii an offer can be made; be- 
| cause in all probability the Gazookus 
I personnel has disbanded, its factories 
i are closed and the rem aining assets of 
the Com pany are about to go under 
- the auctioneer’s ham m er. 


Further than this, they neglect to 
explain that the service you may need, 
and deserve to have, can no longer be 
guaranteed, because the manufacturer 
has passed out of the picture. Likewise, 
should you ever nee ti new parts, you 
are as much “out of luck” as a mariner 
stranded on a desert island w ithout 
food or shelter. 


A radio Is not purchased for a few 
day* or a few months of use. It should 
be a purchase for the 
to come. 
7 hereh>re, when starting out to buy a 
radio set, examine carefully the repu­ 
tation of the m anufacturer. Assure 
yourself of his stability, his lasting 
powers, so that you may obtain the 
service arid parts necessary, if you ever 
need them. 


Buy only the radii) set that you will 
be proud to own and proud to show' 
your friends in the years to rome. Buy 
a set that will never be an “orphan of 
the storm.” 


W hen the “dumpers” sing their “siren 
songs” toyou in lurid advertising which 
brags of nothing hut price, rem em ber 
that they, and not you, are the oner, 
who are profiting. The “fortunate pur­ 
chase” that enables them to offer you 
so-called “nationally known sets” that 
w ere form erly w orth $200.00, for 
$99.50, probably enables them to buy 
the same set for $10.00, $15.00, or even 
less. Is it any wonder, not having to 
worry about the future of your pur­ 
chase, that they boast of the merits of 
th eir “d u m p ” products? Refuse to 
jeopardize your future happiness in 
anything you purchase by condonin g 
the practice of dumping.
